Ancient Capital. 


The new offensive operations of the 


Germans, resulting in the capture of 
Oesel and Moon islands, and

Moscow, the ancient capital. The tur- 
bulent political conditions in Petro- 
grad, the presence there of large num- 
bers of extremists and agitators may 
also have influenced the cabinet. 


Reval, a town of about 65,000, 200 


miles southwest of Petrograd, is a 
naval station, and with Helsingfors 
'•"f H"nro OTI the northern coast of 
Finland, guards the approaches to the 
gulf.

The changes have been made, to a 
great extent, -because of activities of 
state game wardens to make the local 
and federal laws more uniform. 


In states now having an open sea- 


son from Sept. 7 to Dec. 20, Minnesota, 
Wisconsin, the Dakotas, Montana, Wy- 
oming and Idaho, the season has been 
changed to Sept 16 to Dec. 31. The 
same season will also apply to tbe 
New England states excluding Rhode 
island and Connecticut v, -New York, 
Pennsylvania, West Virginia, Kentuc- 


ky, Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Michigan, 
Missouri, Iowa, Kansas, Nebraska. Col- 
orado, Nevada and the eastern coun- 
ties of Oregon and Washington. 


The longest seasons will be in west- 


ern Washington and Oregon, Utah, 
New Jersey, Rhode Island and Connie- 
ticut, from Oct. 1 to Jan. 13 and in Cal- 
ifornia, Arizona. New Mexico Texas 
and Oklahoma, from Oct. 16 to Jan. 
31.In the southern Atlantic and Gulf 
states the season will extend from 
Nov. 1 to Jan 31.
